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BOOKS TO ENHANCE THE SELF-IMAGE OP NEGRO CHILDREN 
by Harriet Rosenfeld, M.A.* 

The poor self-image exhibited by many Negro children, 
especially those living in the urban slums, is daily reinforced 
by their school experience » School systems and administrators 
in general seam unaware that feelings of worthlessness are wide- 
spread among Negro children and that such feelings drastically 
affect their school performance. They also seem unaware of the 
school's culpability in the development of the children's low 
self-image or the steps they can take to change this picture 
positively. 

All too often, the very materials of education — the textbooks — 
serve to lower the self-esteem of Negro children by their total 
exclusion of Negroes or their distortion of the roles of Negroes 
in American life and history. Here presented, therefore, is a list 
of trade books which teachers of Negro elementary-school children 
can use in the effort to enhance their self-image. 

Criteria for inclusion are; Does the book present a Negro 
as the central character in such a way as to establish him as a 
functioning and esteemed member of society? Does it show him as 
a person of merit, worthy of respect? Does it present him as 
one who will stand up for his rights? Are the characters, speech 
patterns, and illustrations good, or are they stereotypic? Is 
the format attractive? Is the book suitable for the specified 
age group? 

Excluded are books in which only Negro characters speak dialect, 
books with poor or stereotypic illustrations, books that are 
denigrating, books that counsel servility or meekness or a turn- 
the-other-cheek policy in the face of discrimination. Also ex- 
cluded are books in which Negroes are secondary characters. 

The bibliography is organized in two parts; A. Books on 
Araerican Life — Past and Present? and B. Books on Africa and the 
West Indies. v7ithin each part, the items are classified as Begin- 
ning Books, kindergarten through second grade? Intermediate Books, 
third and fourth grades? and Advanced Books, fifth and sixth grades. 
Criteria for grading include difficulty of words and concepts, 
readability, size of print, suitability of topic for age-group, and 
quality of illustrations. All books were in print as of December 
1S66.
